The spectacle of a collapse without 
Warning in the stock of one of the 
largest public utility companies in the 
@ountry, and in a market ‘which pre- 
¥Viously had been perfectly supported, 
gave Curb traders a thrill which they 
Rave not experienced in some years. 
There was a perpendicular drop of 9% 
points in the stock within fifteen: min- 
tutes after trading was started, and on 
the first transaction at 2 o’clock, when: 
dealings were resumed, another decline 
of 7% points was recorded, so. that the 
Maximum range of the day’s gyrations 
was 17% points. 

The illness of Mr. Doherty was com- 
monly accepted as the cause of the 
gelling, but it was reported that a pri- 
vate syndicate which had been selling 
gome of the stock had expired and 
that the unsold remainder of the 
ghares had been thrown on the mar- 
ket. More than 52,000 shares of the 
gatock were turned over on the Curb 
on Wednesday. It was said at the 
Offices of the company that all of the 
recent offering of $12,500,000 of com- 
mon. had been sold. 


In Touch With His Office. 


The condition of Mr. Doherty, it was 
learned later, is not alarming, and he 
is understood to have communicated 
with his offices here-from the.Johns 
Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore, re- 
assuring his associates and obtaining 
information as to the unexpected ac- 
tion of the company’s stock. 

“Mr. Doherty,’’ a statement from his 
offices here said, has been under the 
care of physicians for a considerable 
time owing to a nervous condition 


brought about by overwork and an ex- 
tremely active life. His condition is 
gerious but not critical. He is keeping 
in touch, with all genera! matters. At- 
tention is called. to the fact that the 
earnings and financial position of the 
Cities Service Compny were never 
better and that there is no cause for 
alarm.” 

The downrush in Cities Service com- 
mon started immediately after the 
commencement of trading.on the Curb 
at 10 o'clock. The first — * in- 
volved 8,500 shares at 57%; off 14 point 
from Wednesday’s close. The offering 
of sucha ‘block amazed traders and 
at once focused interest on this issue. 
The next sale was one of 100 shares 
at 57%, and this was followed by an- 
other of the same amount at 57%. then 
one of 1,000 shares at the same figure, 
one of 500 at 57%, one of 500 at 56%.

zone of the fire One look showed Pier 
K fast going under domination of the 
fire. A second alarm was turned in.

danger from Pier K. The cars were 
already ignited and the emergency 
crew were put to work extinguishing 
the tiny fires as the train went down 
the tracks to the Morgan Street vicin- 
ity. Four of the cars, however, were 
lost despite valiant efforts. 


New York Fireboats Aid. 
Shortly after the rescue of the cars, 
the fire communicated itself to the 
plant of the Mthlenstein Rubber 


Company, at the: foot of Morgan 
Street. The plant of the rubber com- 
pany,.. with. its, warehouse. containing 


raw rubbé@r, was ‘soon biexing vigor- 
ously. ‘The third alarm went in at 
5:03 A. M. and at 5:19 A. M. a fourth 
alarm’ brought out all of the Jersey 
City apparatus. A call for help to 
New ——— pe hee ga the fireboats 
John tchel and the ' New 
Yorker — across the river. 

While the land fighters, many of 
them’ standing in icy water that 
reached to their waists, struggled with 
the flames from their side, the water 
force worked hard. All of the Penn- 
sylvania tugs equipped with fire-fight- 
ing apparatus clustered in about the 
pier and they were reinforced by fire- 
fighting tugs of other railroads. The 
marine fighters, however ‘were badly 
handicapped by the densi of the 
smoke, which cut off their vision. 
They poured tons of water from the 
river into the black curtain that 
stretched before them in the hope that 
it would fall on the fire. Occasionally 
a blast of heat or wind would cut a 
hole in the curtain and then the tugs 
would spurt in close and swing every 
nozzle on the fiery patch made. visible. 
One of the tugs, getting in too close, 
took fire, but the incipient blaze was 
quelled when two streams hit it. 

Down ‘at Morgan Street the fire went 
from the rubber plant to the one-story 
structure of the Stuhlman Box Com- 
pany. This building was of brick and 


wood, with a corrugated iron roof. The 
flames ate through it and-then burned 
into two lumber yards owned by 
the company: Next it claimed the 
one-story structure on the. Morgan 
pee pier owned by the New York 
al patiy, and 
hopped over to’ take toll in ’ com- 
pany’s lumber yard across the street. 
Blazing along with no signs’ of dim- 
inution,‘ for dll the water being poured 
on it, ‘the fire burned into the two- 
story brick building of the Astelle 
Cement Company: and partly burned 
the superstructure of Pier L of the 
Pennsylvania. ‘The freight cars that 
were burned caught fire from embers 
blown into ‘the. yards. ‘The lighters 
that were lost were moored next 
Pier K. 


Fire Jumps to Ferryhouse. 


As the firemen waged their battle at 
Morgan Street they were mindful of 
the danger of a spark carrying to the 
near-by ferryhouse. Fortunately, this 
did not develop to add to their strug- 
gle. Railroad hose, streamed for the 
most part from the big power house of 
the Hudson & Manhattan Railroad 
Company, ‘aided’ materially in the fight. 
Fireman, however; ran a risk from the 
high voltage wires emanating from the 
power unit. Another matter of con-

Forty ‘rookie’ firemen from. the 
North: Bergen Fire Department; who 
had been sent to Jersey City on 
Wednesday night to get a bit of train- 
ing, aided in fighting the flames. It 
was two of them who received the 
most. severe hurts of the injured. 
James Mooney.had both feet frozen, 
and William Bhinehara rdt was taken to 
the City Hospital suffering from the 
effects of smoke. Rhinehardt collapsed 
on duty: The other firemen injured, 
who went home after surgeons from 
City and St. Francis Hospitals had 
treated them for lacerations, burns or 
smoke inhalation, were:.Captain Otto 
Wagner, Thomas Osmur, George Bush, 
Oscar Gleason, Timothy McDermott, 
Joseph Fitzpatrick and Timothy.

At ia the first of a series of measures 
reorganizing the whole defense system 
ofthe country and forms the basis of 
three other laws to be introduced soon, 
among which will be one providing for 
the reduction of military service to one 
year. 

The bill presented today gives to the 
Government in time of war complete 
control of the railroads and puts all 
the railwaymen, motor drivers and sea- 
men on a military footing. It gives to 
the Government immediate use of all 
hospitals and the services of all doc- 
tors and hospital mnel, 

Without any discussion the Govern- 
ment can take over any manufactory, 
transport line, electric plant or mine 
without compensation to the directors 
and owners and consequently without 
affording any chance of private profi- 
teering. All inventions useful for the 
service of war must be surrendered at 
once to the Government. 


Plans to be Made in Peacetime. 


For doing all this, elaborate plans 
will be established in peace time, each 
ministry working, out at.once and keep- 
ing always up to date’ plans for the 
mobilization of all the energies and 
resources under the control of its de- 

t, 

Thus the Ministry of Public Works 
must have a complete plan to trans- 
port men, coal, supplies of all kinds 
and always be prepared for the possi- 
bility of a general mobilization. 

The Ministry of Agriculture must 
have a complete census of supplies 
and the Ministry of Commerce a com- 
plete plan for importation in wartime. 

This scheme for the conversion of the 
whole nation into a war machine has 
been prepared in the greatest detail. 
If war should ever break out again it 
will not be only the army and the navy 
which will be ready to take part. The 
country will be found divided into eco- 
nomic strips,eeach with a special pro- 
gram under a commander, each giv- 
ing its peculiar service to the com- 
mon cause. The orgapization will 
reach into every home”and control 
every industry and all labor.

“You cannot have,” ‘said the Foreign 


Secretary, ‘‘whatever provocation and 
whatever your own interests are, a 
sudden breach between this country 
and Russia without its having a reper- 
cussion among all European States.

upon his Majesty’s Government pa- 
tience and forbearance in the circum- 
stances of continued provocation such 
as we have never endured at the hands 
of any other nation—such as, indeed, I 
believe, there is no paralled in the 
international relationships of any two 
countries. But if I° have urged pa- 
tience and forbearance I have still al- 
ways felt and always have known that 
there are limits beyond which this pa- 
tience cannot be kept.”’ 


Attacks Against Soviet Denied. 


Taking up the Russian reply to his 
note, Sir Austen Chamberlain con- 
tinued : 

“The Soviet reply to the note of his 
Majesty’s Government misses the 
point. We have no desire to attempt 
to interfere with them within their 
own boundaries. We have carried on

We have 
lived up not merely to the letter but to 
the fullest spirit of the mutual engage- 
ment which we undertook. 

“It is acts of which we com 
and it is the acts in the future that 
we must look to to see whether there 
is any redress from this loog series of 
outrages, or whether the patience and 
fcrbearance. which his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment have shown have. been vain 
and no longer possible to continue. 

“His Majesty’s Government reserve 
to themselves the right to judge both 
as to the expediency of any step that 
can be contemplated and the moment 
that that step should be taken. We 
thought before we proceeded to any 
extremity that it was right to call the 
world to witness the serious nature of 
the complaints which we have and to 
give the Soviet Government one more 
opportunity to conform to the conduct 
of the ordinary rules of international 
life and comity.” 


Parliament Unanimous.

WOMEN STORM M. P.’S

For several hours the women heckled 
members who came into the lobby at 
the request of their constituents, but 
a majority of members refused to 
come out. After the lobby episode the 
National Union of Societies for Equal 
Citizenship held a rally at Central 
Hall, Westminster, where Eleanor 
Rathbone presided and Lord Balfour 
of Burleigh, Margaret Bondfield and 
Mrs. Corbett Ashby spoke.

WANTS FOUR-DECK AVENUES 


That Is Engineer’s Solution of the 
Transit Problem. 
Declaring that subways, as a means 
of transit in New York, are obsolete, 
and that they should never have been 
built in the first place, Dr. T. Kennard 
Thomson, an-engineer, has put forward 


a novel transit relief plan, the details 
ot which are set forth by A. R. Smith, 
in a -publication known as The Port 
of New York.

Washington Censors Credits. 


MEXICO CITY, March 3 ‘@).—Pro- 
posals urged here of a Latin-American 
boycott against products of the United 
States suffered a reverse today when 
President Calles issued a decree sus- 
pending the import duty on the next 
60,000 tons of wheat brought into 
Mexico. 

This amount represents the estimated 
shortage of the Mexican wheat crop 
below domestic requirements, and the 
issuance of the decree is interpreted 
as meaning that, failing to feed her- 
self, Mexico must import foodstuffs 
which will come mostly from the 
United States. 

The boycott talk was further at- 
tacked by the newspaper Excelsior, 
which published an editorial today vig- 
orously criticizing the boycott sugges- 
tion as ridiculous and impossible of 
fulfillment. 

The editorial tells the would-be boy~ 
cotters that their idea is absurd. No 
matter how much they hate the United 
States they cannot change the law of 
supply and demand or alter geographi- 
eal facts. The United States, with 
shorter transportation lines to Mexico, 
can undersell other countries and in 
some lines produces better goods than 

can be obtained elsewhere, it declares. 

The Excelsior says in effect that 
there is nothing for Mexico to do ex- 

_cept to buy from the United States. 
The newspaper concludes: 

“As for the Latin-American solidar- 
ity about which we hear so many ora- 
tions, what is it? When the United 
States makes a cowardly bombardment 
of Vera Cruz or when Admiral’ Lati- 
mer’s marines invade Nicaragua, what 
Latin-American Governments make 
formal protests to Washington? How 
many soldiers would our sister re- 
publics send to Mexico on that un- 
fortunate day when northern-invaders 
should appear on the Rio Grande?” 


General O’Brien’s View of Distrust. 


Latin-American distrust of the 
United States, as demonstrated by the 
recent boycott manifesto issued

“There is an unmistakable happy 
solution to the Pan-American prob- 
lem, that is, the holding of interna- 
tional regional economic conferences 
whereby a truer understanding may be 
reached. The recognition of the great 
American principle that national eco- 
nomic security is the best guarantee 
of a national political unity TI believe 
to be the underlying principle in the 
comity of all nations.’’

WASHINGTON, March 3 (#).—Presi- 
dent Coolidge advised the Senate today 
in response to a resolution that the 
American Government had no informa- 
tion regarding the Mexican oil holdings 
of the interests associated with Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, Harry F. Sinclair or 
the family of Secretary Andrew Mel- 

on. 

The resolution asked whether the 
Doheny, Sinclair or Mellon interests 
had any oil lands or concessions in 
Mexico which they refused to submit 
to the new regulations. 

In reply the President transmitted a 
report from Acting Secretary of State 
Grew saying that “‘save that it is ad- 
vised that there is an American cor- 
poration known as the Mexican-Sin- 
clair Corporation, the Department of 
State is not informed of the nature 
and extent of the interest, if any, held 
in Mexico, individually or as part- 
ners, or through stock of ownership, 
of any of the parties referred to in 
the resolution.”’

Another disturbing effect ofthe tariff 
will be a tendency to increase the cost 
of living. Coming at a time when liv- 
ing costs are causing much suffering 
and anxiety, this phase is.certain to 
provoke outbursts of disapproval by 
the middle and working classes. 

The irony of the situation to both 


accord Germany already operates on 
minimum schedule tariffs for hundreds 
of important articles.

Union of the United States and Canada 
dissolved yesterday the Communist- 
* led. Joint Board. of Furriers, suspended 


its Constituent local’ unions and’ ‘ex- 


pelled thirty members of the union. 
~ Among the charges were that Benja- 
min Gold, manager of the Joint Board, 
had. permitted the Communist Party 
to shape the policies of the last fur- 
Tiers’ strike, that certain members had 
misappropriated funds and that the 
Joint Board had issued its own union 
books, thus in effect establishing a 
dual union. 

Announcement of the action was 
-_ made by Ozier Schachtman, President 
of the International Union, following 


a meeting of the subcommittee which 
investigated the charges. The Inter- 
national Union ordered the Joint 
Board and Locals 1, 5, 10 and 15 to de- 
liver at once all funds and properties 
to the special committee ot the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor—Matthew 
Woll, Hugh Frayne and Edward F. 
McGrady—who would hold such prop- 
erty in trust. 


Long Struggle Foreseen. 


The action yesterday was the out- 
come of the recent investigation by the 
A. F. of L.’s special committee of the 
conduct of the last strike of furriers led 
by Mr. Gold and his associates. The 
announcement indicated that the A. F. 
of L. had virtually established a tem- 


porary suzerainty over the furriers’ or-' 


ganization and would lead in reorganiz- 
ing the local furriers under the banner 
of the federation. Both sides expect a 
long, bitter struggle. The furriers’ 
unions in New York are the last Com- 
munist-controlled stronghold of the 
needle trades in the A. F. of L., which 
has- declared its intention of eliminat- 
ing every vestige of communism in its 
ranks. 

Members of the local unions were di- 
rected to pay no dues or make any 
financial contribution to any organ- 
ization other than the provisional one 
that will be set up by the International 
Union. Dues are to be paid to the In- 
ternational Union. 

“‘We will support the International 
Union,”’ said Matthew Woll, Chairman 
of the A. F. of L. committee. “‘We will 
not be rushed into action by the Com- 
munists now that they are out. The 
suspension of the locals will not nullify 
the agreements of the employers and 
the International Union, and we expect 
the employers to maintain their con- 

tracts with the International Union. 

“Likewise the way is open for all 
{loyal trade unionists to keep their af- 

filiation with the A. F. of L. by paying 
ues to the International Union. Diffi- 
culties are going to follow, but if the 
workers are going to be insecure in

JUDGE... CHARGES . PERJURY 


Says it.is Clear That Witness Was 
Not at Scene of Crime—New 
Trial Expected March 14, 


When a jury in General Séssions, 
after more than twenty-five hours’ de- 
liberation reported its inability yester- 
day-to agree on a verdict in the first 
degree murder trial of Detective Joseph 
T. Sullivan of the Old Slip Station, 
Judge Mancuso, in discharging it, de- 
clared that perjury had been commit- 
ted by a vital witness. Sullivan had 
“been indicted for the shooting of Wil- 
liam Pierce, a speak-easy owner in 
lower Broad Street, in front of the 
slain man’s establishment on May 17, 
1926. Rivalry between Pierce and an- 
other speak-easy owner in the block 


was said to have led to the shooting. 

Edward V. Broderick, counsel for 
Sullivan, declared he would seek a 
change of venue for the next trial, 

“Judge Mancuso’s remarks demon- 
strate that'a policeman cannot obtain 
a fair trial in New York County,” the 
lawyer said. ‘This case illustrates the 
absolute necessity for the existence of 
our jury system in order that an inno- 
cent man’s right to a fair trial shall 
not be taken from him.’’ — 

Sullivan was remanded to the Tombs. 
District Attorney Banton announced 
that he had filed a request in General 
Sessions for the calling of a special 
panel of talesmen for the second trial 
which he expected would begin on 
March 14, 

The detective testified at the trial 
that he had no connection with ths kili- 
ing of Pierce, who was shot as he 
walked away from ‘his assailant, who 
had slapped him in the face and ac- 
cused him of trying to have other po- 
licemen raid the rival speak-easy. 

Patrolma:i Paul Regucci of the Old 
Slip Station testified that immediately 
after the shooting Sullivan came to 
him with his pistol in hand and said: 
“Here, take this; I've just shot my 
best friend.’* Sullivan testified that he 
had just been attacked by gangsters; 
that. his pistol fell from its holster 
when he was knocked senseless and 
that a civilian later restored it to him. 

One defense witness testified that he 
had picked up the pistol and had re- 
turned it to Sullivan. Judge Mancuso’s 
criticism dwelt on this phase of the 
defense, when he said: 

“I don't want it to be mistaken for 
criticism of the jury, but this case 
shows how important are the amend- 
ments suggested to the Baumes laws, 
and how essential they would be to the 
administration of the criminal law. It 
seems perfectly clear to me that per- 
jury was committed by a witness in 
this casé who was no more at the scene 
of that crime than you or I, but that 
witness under our present statutes can- 
not be prosecuted.”’ 

Replying to the question of counsel 
for the detective why the Court had 
not commented on the testimony of one 
of the State’s witnesses, Mrs. Gladys 
Patten, who swore she saw the detec- 
tive shoot Pierce, Judge Mancuso said: 

“Yes, I'll comment on her testimony,

Mike McTigue made a herculean 
effort last night in Madison Square 
Garden before a crowd of 15,000, but 
failed. Battling valiantly against Jack 
Sharkey, Boston ex-sailor, in the fea- 
ture bout scheduled for fifteen rounds, 
McTigue was knocked out after 1 min- 


ute 29 seconds of the twelfth round, 
when Referee Billy (Kid) McPartland 
stopped the fight. The receipts were 
$120,099. 

McPartland intervened because Mc- 
Tigue was bleeding badly from the 
mouth due to the terrific lefts and 
rights which Sharkey pounded home 
through the two rounds immediately 
preceding the twelfth. 

The fight will go into the record 
books as a knockout victory for 
Sharkey, but it was for McTigue that 
the crowd cheered when the pair left 
the ring. The cheer was a whole- 
hearted tribute to a gallant fighter 
who had made a spectacular stand. 

Even though they saw McTigue fight 
@ losing battle the spectators were 
thrilled in the early rounds by the spec- 
tacle of a man 38 years old and weigh- 
ing 17044 pounds outpunching a youth 
thirteen years his junior and weighing 
nineteen pounds more. 


McTigue Had Margin. 


At the time the bout was stopped 
McTigue actually was leading on 
points. Though outscored by Sharkey 
in the first two rounds, he had carried 


a glorious battle through the third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh and eighth 
rounds, winning these sessions. Then 
his age began to tell and a lusty lIeft 
of Sharkey’s went home to McTigue’s 
lips, forcing back the pivot of a dis- 
lodged false tooth and cutting an ar- 
tery in the upper gum. 

The blood streamed from McTigue’s 
mouth as he bounded off the ropes af- 
ter receiving the blow. Referee Mc- 
Partland permitted the battle to pass 
through a few more exchanges in 
which Sharkey hammered home with 
long lefts trea which McTigue could 
not retreat. Finally, however, the ref- 
eree separated the pair from a clinch 
near McTigue’s own corner and ‘halted 
the bout, giving Sharkey the victory 
by a knockout in in twelve rounds. 

Dr. William H. Walker examined Mc- 
Tigue’s mouth after the bout and diag- 
nosed his condition as described above. 


McTigue In Retreat. 


It seems improbable that McTigue 
could have survived the three rounds 
and part of a fourth which the bout 
had yet to go when it was stopped, for 
Mike, tired and weary, was in retreat. 
The physical advantages of Sharkey 
were asserting themselves; - height, 
weight, reach and the valued asset of 
youth. However, McTigue confounded 
those who predicted his quick defeat 
at the hands of Sharkey. 

After the eighth round McTigue was 
spent. He was almost helpless to 
block the hard smashes of his rival. 

The fight held moré action to the 
minute than the recent Delaney-Ma- 
loney fight held to the round. Sharkey 
and his manager now want to battle 
Jim Maloney here to determine Bos- 
ton’s best heavyweight. Johnny Buck- 
ley, manager Of Sharkey, said at the 
ringside that he did not intend to take 
any intervening match before a Shar- 
key-Maloney encounter. 

Sharkey fought a battle calculated 
to bring him ultimate victory. He 
tried to knock McTigue out in the 
first round. ‘With a terrific right to 
the jaw he made Mike’s head swim in 
that opening session. He followed 
through with a left hook to the face 
and a right uppercut which brought 
the blood from McTigue’s mouth. 

In the second Sharkey stung Mc- 
Tigue with another right. to the jaw 
and pressed Mike about fhe ring, land- 
ing another right to the,jaw near the 
bell, but McTigue survived these 
punches and fought back cleverly. 


McTigue Forces Fighting. 
McTigue jumped “to ‘the attack with 
the third round and through the six 
succeeding sessions. he  outpointed 


Sharkey with a wonderful exhibition 
of defensive skill and brilliant offen- 
sive work. He went into exchanges 
with his rival which many thought

Chest Expansion 7 Inches. 


Babe’s complete measurement chart, 
shown elsewhere on this page, gives a 
slight hint at where Ruth gets his tre- 
mendous driving power. His normal 
chest méasurement {fs forty inches, but 
expanded it shows forty-seven inches. 
A seven-inch. expansion is in many 
ways remarkable, according to McGov- 
ern, who has put the tape measure 
around many athletes’ chests. 

“Tt means that his upper body is 
very powerful,” explained McGovern. 
“Between three and four inches is the 
average for athletes, such as most 
fighters. Babe's seven-inch expansion 
shows why he. can get such a swing 
into his drives and hit the ball so far. 
His upper body muscles are wonder- 
ful.” 

Babe did not hold the entire Yankee 
spotlight yesterday. Joe Dugan of 
Westchester also attracted a little at- 
tention.: Joe suddenly ushered himself 
into the Yankees’ West Forty-second 
Street offices during the afternoon and 
presented himself before Business 
e|Manager Ed Barrow with the laconic 
statement that he had come to sign his 
contract.

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FRANCE IS PAYING. 

The French Government has not 
bound itself to pay the annuities on its 
war debt to the United States, as pro- 
vided in the settlement signed by Am- 
bassador BERENGER, but proposes in 
fact to pay them. Without making a 
promise, France gives us the per- 
formance, The happy concord in this 
matter shown by the exchange of let- 
ters ‘between Premier Porncars and 
Secretary MELLON has a sentimental 
as well as a practical value. France 
has shown both her good-will and her 
sense of honor as an acknowledged 
debtor. The United States Treasury 
admires, her excellent motives, and will 
credit the $10,000,000 to be paid on 
June 15, “without prejudice” to the 
conclusion of a definitive agreement. 
In the nature of the case, this must 
now be delayed. Even if the French 
Parliament were this week to ratify 
the Mellon-Bérenger terms, they would 
not be binding, since they have not yet 
had the approval of the American Sen- 
ate. That cannot be had before next 
December at the earliest. Meanwhile, 
France. undertakes to pay on account 
what she would have obligated herself 
to pay had the treaty signed nearly a 
year ago been ratified by both parties 
to it,” She does not subscribe to the 
saying,’ “ Base is the slave that pays.” 

Nothing is said in Mr. MELLon’s let- 
ter about willingness now on the part 
of the Administration to lift the em- 
bargo on the floating of French loans 
in the United States. It is not neces- 
sary.to say anything. The matter is 
domestic, since it consists of an in- 
formal notification to American bank- 
ers ofthe policy, or wishes, of the 
Treasury in the premises. If any 
alteration is to be made in this atti- 
tude, it would be equally unofficial. It 
is net a matter to be taken up diplo- 
matically. Nor is it certain that the 
Fretich Government longer desires to 
borrow. money here. Its financial 
standing has vastly improved during 
the past six months, and it has been a 
common boast in Paris that it is not 
now necessary to seek funds abroad. 
Yet the dispatches have indicated that 
the (French Government has ap- 
proached bankers in England and in 
Holland, with the implied purpose of 
securing in those countries any loans 
that it may yet need. All this is for 
the future. What may be noted in the 
present, with pleasure is that France 
has taken a step which must go far to 
restore*both her moral and her finan- 
cial credit in the United States. Her 
payment of $10,000,000 next June may 
easily.prove to be a national invest- 
ment on which she will ; ‘weap — 
and satisfactory returns.

This thought 
is probably in the minds of most 
Senators, even those who regret the 
violence and absurdity which. have 
marked the. debates and the Jong 
wranglings of the last week. They 
may take the proud position that it 
is not necessary for them to care very 
much :about popular disgust, since, 
after all, it lies in their hands to make 
the final decisions on the weightiest 
And, they 
may, in self-defense, point. to the fact 
that the necessary business has been 
transacted. The funds needful to 
carry on the Government have been 
voted, and two or three important 
bills, like that for the control of radio, 
and the one authorizing branch 
banking, have been passed. This is 
about as much as was expected when 
the session began in December. In 
fact, President Coonipce in his mes- 
sage to Congress clearly intimated 
that he did not look for much more. 

One evident reason for all the heat, 
sound and fury in which Senators 
have latterly indulged so freely is that 
personal or partisan advantage has 
been sought by measures bitterly 
fought over. This was admitteilly 
true of the Boulder Dam bill, finally 
done to death by an unyielding fili- 
buster. It is also true of the resolu- 
tion urged by Senator Reep of Mis- 
sourl, and so hotly contested night 
and day, to pursue further inquiries 
into corruption at the primaries and 
in elections, In this matter Repub- 
lican Senators naturally see a big and 
dangerous issue for the Democrats, 
and it is not strange that they have 
fought it step by step. Whether they 
have not hurt themselves seriously in 
the act, and whether their course has 
not lowered the repute of the Senate 
as a whole, we know no present way 
of deciding. 


FOREIGN SERVICE NOT FOR 
PLEASURE. 

Jealousy over promotions in the 
foreign service, reported in yester- 
day’s dispatches from Washington, 
causes little surprise. Ever since the 
consolidation of the diplomatic. and 
consular services was first proposed in 
the Rogers bill objections were made 
that one or other branch would be 
favored in advancement. Since. the 
bill has been law criticism of promo- 
tions has been directed against men 
in both divisions. This was inevitable 
in view of the reclassification of the 
entire foreign service by groups rather 
than by office, 

Among the complaints said to have 
been made to the State Department is 
that there has been favoritism in 
assigning men to the more “ desir- 
able” posts, such as Paris, London; 
Rome and Peking. The corollary. of 
this is that men less favored have been 
sent ‘to places in Central America and 
‘elsewhere, supposedly “ undesirable.” 
That such a criticism is seriously put 
forward would imply that consular 
and diplomatic work is to be judged by 
the pléasantness of the society in the 
particular capital rather than by the 
work which can be done for the Amer- 
ican nation, Although it is natural for 
those sent’ abroad ‘to prefer assign- 
ments where living conditions are 
agreeable; to place a premium on this 
is to foster a faise estimate of the 
duties. of our representatives in other 
countries. 

It is especially regrettable that the 
positions in Central America, and 
some’ in South America;..have been 
regarded as unattractive, Incidentally, 
it is not inconcéiyable that there is a 
relation between this implied attitude 
of dislike.and the constant. misunder- 
standings that have arisen between 
American’ officials and the local Gov- 
ernments. Lack of interest in the 
people of the nation to which they 
are accredited necessarily curtails 
their usefulness. 

Comparison with the English and 
with the former German services 
makes this attitude on the part of 
some of our representatives all the 
more unfortunate. To countries which 
stand in relation to Great Britain as 
our Latin-American neighbors do to 
the United States, the Foreign Office 
is scrupulously careful to send its best 
men. Recognizing the importance of 
friendly and sympathetic intercourse, 
it chooses them with a view to their 
understanding and knowledge of the 
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Paris or Madrid, but within the ranks | 1

PROHIBITION REORGANIZATION. 
Only six Senators voted against the 
passage of the Mellon-Andrews bili 
creating a Bureau of Customs and a 
Bureau of Prohibition in the Treasury 
Department and providing for the 
examination of most prohibition 
agents. Against.the motion for the 
closure of debate 27 Noes were re- 
corded. Not much can be inferred 
from those negatives. Senator Boranu, 
for instance, must have been express- 
ing his general attitude toward closure. 
The heated criticism of Mr. WatsH of 
Massachusetts, our own Mr. COPELAND 
and Senator Hawes of Missouri was 
unjustifiable. As Senator WALSH said, 
the measure simply related to the 
“mechanics of prohibition.” Whatever 
a Congressman’s individual opinion 
about the Voistead act, it is his duty 
to provide for its enforcement. 
General ANDREWS, admitting that it 
is generally violated, is confident that 
it can be better enforced by the means 
proposed in the bill. The comparative 
unanimity with which he has been 
sustained in Congress shows that it 
was much readier than was thought 
to hold up his hands. The House 
promptly concurred in the amend- 
ments made by the Senate to the bill 
as it came from the former body. 
With no purpose of depreciating Gen- 
eral ANDREWs’s work, we mention the 
various administrative reorganizations 
which he has already hopefully and 
vainly brought about. His task is 
gigantic. His enemies are powerful 
and elusive without, subtly or grossly 
corrupt within, his force. He is en- 
titled to the most loyal and effective 
aid from Congress. Congress does 
well to let him have what he asks. 
The results, when they come, will be 
scanned eagerly, The political strength 
of prohibition is much greater than 
many of its opponents have fancied. 
Wets or Drys, let us wish for General 
ANDREWS’s experiment a fair trial. 
Even if it measurably or notoriously 
fails, there may be other experiments. 
If prohibition is hard to enforce, it 
seems even harder to repeal. 


A PHOTOGRAPH OF PROGRESS. 

It would not be easy to find in an- 
nual company reports a more striking 
picture of the progress of American 
activities than the lately published 
statement of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company for 1926. The 
fact that the company’s share capital 
crossed the billion-dollar mark last 
year was itself noteworthy, especially 
when the figure was only $395,603,000 
ten years ago. But the “ American 
Tel. and Tel.,” as Wall Street ha- 
bitually calls it, is only a holding 
company for the shares of constituent 
enterprises. -It is the figures of the 
operating companies grouped in the 
Bell Telephone system, which the par- 
ent company controls, among which 
comparisons are most impressive. 

Actual operating earnings ot that 
system reached $823,216,000 in 1926; 
ten years ago they were $264,575,000; 
in 1907 only $133,006,000. This repre- 
sents extension of an existing plant, 
not acquisition of competitors. Dur- 
ing 1926 alone, the company’s report 
informs us, 781;000 telephones “ were 
“added to,.the number owned and 
‘** operated by the system"; the total 
of 17,574,000 at the end of the year, in 
fact, compares with 9,847;000 at the 
end of 1916 and with.3,215,000 in 1907. 
The increase during the decade past of 
$558,631,000, or nearly 210 per cent., 
in operating receipts contrasts with 
an increase between 1916 and 1925 in 
the gross sales of that other billion- 
dollar company, the United States 
Steel Corporation, of $175,031,000, or 
a little over 14 per cent. 

‘This comparison does not mean that 
the Steel Corporation is a less pros- 
perous Concern, but that the nature of 
the Telephone. Company’s business 
forces constant extension of plant and 
multiplication of facilities in response 
to the demand of rapidly expanding 
business activities in the United 
States. In its way, it measures that 
expansion. The remarkable smooth- 
ness and efficiency with which this 
enormous and increasingly compli- 
cated mechanism works is a high 
tribute to the existing management,

ALEXANDER KERENSKEY. ' 

KERENSKyY’s initial statements to the 
American public show poise and mod- 
eration. As head of the democratic 
Russian republic overthrown by the 
followers of LENIN, and still an avowed 
opponent of the Sovfét régime of 
whose ultimate disappearance he is 
convinced, it would have been not un- 
natural if he had indulged. in incen- 
diary utterances, Instead, he begins 
by dissociating himself from the 
usual “counter-revolutionary” senti- 
ments. He declares that the Russian 
people alone are competent to deal 
with the Communist régime. He re- 
mains consistently opposed to foreign 
intervention in any form. He favors 
the re-establishment of trade relations 
with Russia, on the ground that any- 
thing which promotes the well-being 
of the Russian people is inimical to 
the Communist dictatorship. He. has 
refrained from capitalizing existing 
fears of Soviet propaganda abroad, 
but, on the contrary, expresses’ his 
disbelief in Soviet plottings in Mexico 
or in the Soviet Government as an in- 
ternational menace. What the proper 
American policy toward the Soviet 
Government should be he wisely leaves 
for the American people to determine. 

It is an attitude expressive of, faith 
in democratic procedure which, ac- 
cording to many, fs the reason for his 
downfall ten years ago. His weakness 
then is supposed to have consisted in 
his failure to recognize the elemental 


forces let loose by the revolution’ 


which overthrew Czarism. He sought 
to practice reason and moderation in 
the midst of a hurricane, and he was 
brushed aside by more resolute men 
who were prepared to stop at nothing 
in trying for what they wanted.. Lack 
of courage he has not been charged 
with.

He has called upon 
experts in combustion engineering to 
discover the cause of the trouble, and 
if it can be located and straightened 
out the offending smoke-makers are 
bound to act.

college. It was hoped by this plan to 

stimulate travel and study abroad’ for 
undergraduates. 

Several scholarships have been pro- 
vided by various people. The most re- 
cent is the gift of Mr. Aaron Navum- 
BURG, who has established a fund of 
$20,000, the interest of which will be 
used for an annual scholarship for the 
best junior-elect of the College of the 
City of New York.. Thrée trustees will 
choose each year the most studious, 
scholarly and patriotic member of the 
sophomore class. 

Students in general will be encour- 
aged to spend their junior year in 
study abroad, paying their own ex- 
penses; which would not be appre- 
ciably .greater than at home. With 
steamship rates so low as they are 
now for tourist travel, the expense of 
crossing would be practically offset 
by the lower cost of living abroad. 

A great deal of the ill-feeling be- 
tween nations has always been due to 
misunderstanding, which this scheme 
should do much to banish. American 
students who study with Europeans 
in foreign universities are bound to 
gain a great deal, not only in the mat- 
ter of academic education but in 
knowledge of life in European coun- 
tries. 

Returning to their own colleges for: 
their senior year, they will have an op- 
portunity to broaden the outlook of 
their fellow-students—an advantage 
not gained if the student waits until 
after graduation to make the grand 
tour.

Arbitrator Awards That Dee to 
Rosenbaum Interests on Grain 
Marketing Deal. 








FINDS FRAUD IN GRADING | was 





Case Is.an Echo of the Failure of 
Farmers’ Great Cooperative 
Marketing Scheme. 





Special to The New York Times, 
CHICAGO, March 3.—Finding the Ar- 
mour Grain Company guilty of fraud 
and conspiracy against the now de- 
funct Grain Marketing Company and 
the Rosenbaum Grain Corporation and 
Rosenbaum Brothers, the arbitrator, 
Edward EB. Brown, a Chicago attorney 
and Vice President of the First Na- 
tional Bank, has ordered the Armour 
concern to pay approximately $3,000,- 
000 damages to the companies affected. 
The decision was the result of arbi- 
tration proceedings that” have been 
conducted;/in secret for almost a year. 
Mr. Brown was selected as the arbi- 
trator, both sides agreeing to abide 
by his decision. 

The, award, it is said, will fall most 
heavily upon J. ‘Ogden Armour, stated 
by Mr. Brown to be the principal stock- 
holder in the Armour Grain Company, 
together with P. D. Armour Jr., Lester 
Armour and their families. 

Mr. Brown's findings ‘threw addi- 
tional light upon the failure in 1925 of 
the ,Grain Marketing .Company, © de- 
scribed at the time as being the great- 
est cooperative project ever launched 
by American farmers. ; 

Three separate acts of the Armour 
Grain Company are cited in the de- 
cision, the first in April, 1924, when, 
anticipating a merger with the Grain 
Marketing Company, employes of the 
Armour concern changed the stock 
books at their northwestern elevators 
in South Chicago so as to show a 
greater amount of grain than was ac- 
tually on hand. This was done, Mr. 
Brown found, so that “they would 
somehow result in the Armour Grain 
Company’s later getting a better price 
for the wheat from some farmers’ or- 
ganizations than would otherwise be 
possible.”’ 

The second act, according to the de- 
cision, took place on July 1 or 2, 1924, 
when Géorge E. Thompson, general 
superintendent ‘of the Armour Grain 
Company, went. to the .nofthwestern 
elevator and reclassified all the grain 
by raising the grades. ‘The total 
grades so raised onthe stock book 
aggregated over 2,000,000 bushels,” the 
decision reads. 

About a month later, the decision re- 
cites, just before the Armour concern 
was taken over by the Grain Market- 
ing Company, samples .of the wheat 
taken from the northwestern elevator 
by samplers of the Chicago Board of 
Trade and left in the testing room 
of the elevator overnight were changed 
so that samples of a.better e of 
wheat. would be shown, It had ‘been 
agreed that the wheat held by the 
Armour Grain Company would be 
taken over by -the Grain * Marketing 
Company on the basis of the samples. 

Mr.. Brown found that this manip- 
ulation was done. ‘either by substi- 
tuting entirely different ‘wheat, by 
picking out bin-burned kernels, or by 
throwing out part of a sample con- 
taining damaged wheat and replacing 
the part thrown out with good wheat.

Jerome the plaintiff resented a sug- 
gestion that he had been a “‘bellhop” 
at the Murray Hill Hotel, saying that 
he was an elevator operator during the 
time he was employed there, 

“When I had a few minutes to my- 
self he would talk to me,” said Elli- 
son. ‘“‘He talked about my personality 
and his big estates.” He said Mr. 
Searles. referred to his nephew, Albert 
Victor Searles, who was cut off with 
$250,000. and got a settlement of more 
than $4,000,000 in his will contest, .as 
“a ruffian who was hanging around 
claiming to be a relative.” 

Mr.' Jerome asked Ellison about a 
provision in the will of 1919, made 
prior to the last testament, in which 
Mr. Searles also gave the residue to 
Walker, and inquired if he thought the 
millionaire understood it.

AT TICKET AGENCIES 


One Would Tax Difference. Be- 
tween Original and Resale 
_ Price 50 Per Cent. . 








RETURN MADE COMPU LSORY 





Another Measure Would Restrict 
Sale of: Prizefight Tickets to 
Ring Box Office.

ALBANY, March 3.—Senator .Thomas 
I. Sheridan and Assemblyman. Peter J. 
Hamill, New York. City Democrats, 
made a joint move today to retaliate 
on theatre ticket agencies for their 
fight ‘which led to the overthrow by 
the United States Supreme Court of 
th> State law limiting the resale profit 
on tickets to 50 cénts. 

A bill introduced by the legislators 
would attempt to maintain regulation 
of agencies and speculators by requir- 
ing detailed records of transactions 
and imposing a tax of 50 per cent. of 
the difference between the agencies’ 
price and the actual cost as printed 
on the tickets. 

Making ‘willfully faise’’ returns to 
the ‘Tax Commission’ would constitute 
a felony. 

“as * an attempt to meet the new 
situation,” said Senator Sheridan. 
“There must be some sort of regula- 
tion to protect the public. If the ayen- 
cies are going to’ ‘try to scalp people 
they will have to pay for the attempt.” 

In addition to ihe, tax, the 
ticket distributers under the Sheridan 
bill would: have to keep coinplete rec- 
ords of. sales, selling prices, theatres 
from which the tickets were obtained 
and other details to be prese*.ted to the 
Tax Commission. 

The tax would be payabdls monthly 
and ubere would be a $25 penalty for 
each day of delay after notice from 
the commission of failure to report, 

The.Supreme Court decision held that 
the previous State law was unconstitu- 
tional as price fixing on.a commodity 
which was not a necessity. ‘ 

The reaction to the court decision 
has brought two more bills introduced 
by New York City Assemblymen, pro- 
viding for even more drastic regulation 
of ticket selling. 

Assemblymen Edward E. Fay of 
Kings offered a measure which would 
wipe out that portion of the boxing 
act which forbids resale of tickets at 
more than 50 cents profit. Altho . 
this provision had not been before 
Supreme Court; it was feared that it 
would by inference be held invalid, 
even though it might also be found 
constitutional, as coming under the 
acknowledged power of the State to 
control boxing in all its details. 

As.a substitute, Mr. Fay would abol- 
ish all resale of boxing tickets and re- 
quire them to be sold from the. box 
office at the place where the match 
would be held. He would also‘ give to 
the Boxing Commission specific power 
to fix the top prices for bouts, these 
not to exceed $20. 

Assemblyman Joseph A. Gavagan of 
Manhattan introduced the other bill 
embodying an ingenious scheme to con- 
tinue in effect the fifty-cent’ limit to a 
resale profit, He would. authorize thea- 
tres to print on the back of a ticket an 
agreement that the ticket was not to 
be sold for more than fifty cents over 
the printed price, and that a violation 
would warrant a $50 penalty. The bill 
would declare this a contract and any 
aggrieved person would be entitled to 
collect the penalty.

I think this case is- an 
lustration of an absolute failure 
justice. 

“Nothing at all has been done with 
regard to preserving the original testi- 
mony of witnesses. If we had some- 
thing like the French system, where 
a Magistrate examines the witnesses 
at the start, a failure of justice like 
this could not possibly take place.’’

overtures that Beethoven wrote for his 
opera, “Fidelio.” Mr. Gilman. must 
have concluded that the Teutonic com- 
mentators: upon Shakespeare were as 
nothing to the numbers and industry 
of the commentators upon Beethoven. 
It is-not possible or desirable here to 
follow Mr. Gilman's investigations of 
the investigators, but the results boil 
down briefly to this: that a manuscript 
of a version of the second “Leonore’’ 
overture, which has been for years in 
possession of the publishing firm of 
Breitkopf an mg has been dug up; 
that it differs in it 
from the version long known and fre- 
quen seme wom and that, according 
to Wilhelm Liittge of Leipzig, who pub- 
lishes his finding in the Breitkopf and 
Hartel Jahrbuch of 1927, ‘this: newly 
found’ version.“represents. the final 
form of the overture as approved by 
Beethoven.” 

The words “final: form” are here to 
be considered as referring not to the 
‘third “‘Leonore” overture, but only to 
the second, which, revised. or unre- 
vised, is far less important and com- 
manding @ work of art than:the im- 
mortal “‘Leonore No. 3.”” What are the 
differences between original ‘and re- 
vised versions of the overture heard 
last night? The new-found version is 
shorter by thirty-four bars, ‘which is 
not in itself important. The second of 
the great A flat chords of the intro- 
duction, chords, in the’ original, of 
choleric power, is omitted; the first of 
the two celebrated trumpet calls is 
omitted; the transsitional measures 
which lead to the final presto, meas- 
ures very essential to its full effect, are 
omitted. We say that the last news 
from the literary front is to the effect 
that this shortened overture was the 
one approved by Beethoven. If that is 
the case it would seem that Beetho- 
ven’s first thought was better than his 
second—which, with him, was a rare 
occurrence. The revised version is less 
effectiv- than the original. 

The loss of the A flat chords and of 
the first trumpet call, and the shorten- 
ing of the coda are not only. prejudicial 
to formal balance, but weaken the dra- 
matic effect. And of course the second 
‘‘Leonore” overture is far behind the 
monumental Third as a work of art, 
whatever the ‘versions’ presented. 
The great value and interest of the 
overture performed by Mr. Furtwaeng- 
ler is the comparison that can be made 
between it and the third overture that 
followed. This comparison is a fasci- 
nating, a thrilling example of the vic- 
tory of intellect over impulse and un- 
restrained imagination. There are su- 
perfluities on the one hand, and insuf- 
ficient development of ideas, on the 
other, in the second ‘‘Leonore’”’ over- 
ture, which is as the work of a college 
sophomore compared to the achieve- 
ment and the incomparable heroic glory 
of the Third. And this evolution was 
achieved, consciously, with dreadful 
pain and labor, by a mortal man, who

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POLITICAL F REPRISAL HINTED 


Gitte, Towns and Counties Favor 
* Levy, but Each Wants Biggest 
Share of Proceeds.

ALBANY, March 3.—While’ automo- 
bile sellers and Owners were protest- 
ing vigorously against every form of 
gasoline tax proposed at the legislative 
session this year before the Senate 
and Assembly Taxation Committees, 
representatives of cities, towns and 
counties fought one another for the 
largest share .of the “revenues that 
‘would accrue to the State from such 
an impost. 

Counties insisted that at least half 
of the revenue should go to them and 


that no special provision should be 
made for cities, not excepting New 
York. Cities;-in- turn; demanded that 
any gasoline tax law should contain a 
particular provision for the upkeep of 
city streets. The State .was apparently 
the only political division not vocally 
represented, although it is known that 
if a gasoline tax is levied it will be on 
account of the need for balancing the 
State’s budget, swollen by increased 


—— in road building. and educa- 
on. 


Rouses Assemblyman’s Ire. 


The climax of the opposition of auto- 
mobile interests to the proposed levy 
came at the hearing when John J. 
McInerney of Rochester, summing up 
for the sellers of: cars roused the ire of 
@ member of the committee: 

His veiled threat .of a political reac- 
tion to the imposition ofa gasoline 
tax provoked Assemblyman Millard 
Davis of Ulster. to demand, ‘You 
aren’t daring us to lay this tax, are 
you?” 

“You would be the one doing the 
daring,’’ retorted McInerney. ‘I would 
come along later.’’ 

“We will take the challenge on that 
basis then,” the Assemblyman said. 

Mr. Inerney contended-that the pro- 
posed 2-cent tax would be the open- 
ing wedge for a tax which might rise 
to 6 cents a gallon and would be used 
for the general expenses of the State 
and not for any new program of ex- 
tensive road building. He asserted an 
army of inspectors and “‘under cover’ 
men would be needed to enforce such 
law and called it class legislation. 

Leroy J. Skinner of the New York 
State Automobile Association, said to 
have 72,000 members, described condi- 
tions in England, where overtaxation 
on gasoline and automobiles was 
“bringing forth the horse and cab and 
sending people back to walking again.”’ 

Representatives of'the Empire State 
Automobile Merchants’ Association and 
of various clubs said that they saw 
no sign that the tax revenue would be 
devoted entirely to roads and insisted 
that real estate owners and commer- 
cial interests were the ones most bene- 
fited by good highways. 


Mayors Favor Tax. 


The Mayors of a score or more of 
cities and towns were named as in 
favor of the tax by its proponents. 


Mayor Harry E. Clinton of Troy, 
Chairman of the Legislative Commit- 
tee of the Mayors’ conference said he 
‘was not opposed to the tax, but de- 
clared he wished the cities as well as 
counties and villages to share in it. 

Walter Caughlan, Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel, said New York City took 
no stand, btu wanted at least a part 
of. the revenue, similar to the 25 per 
cent. it receives now from the regis- 
tration fee, if a gasoline tax was laid. 

C. R. Write, for the farm bureaus, 
advocated the tax, but suggested that 
New York. City be limited to 10 per 
cent. of. the revenue and that the 
counties take most of the remainder. 

Although the committeés did not in- 
dicate their ultimate, action on the 
various pending bills, several of their 
members believe that some gasoline 
tax law is inevitable because of the 
increase in the State’s expenses. The 
amount of this increase, it is believed, 
will be so large that the State will 
have to receive a major portion of the 
revenue, despite the pressure of the 
counties.

REFUEL PLANES IN THE AIR. 


British Experiments Make Non- 
Stop World Flight Possible.

LONDON, March 3.—As a result of 
successful experiments in the _ re- 
fueling of airplanes while in flight, 
carried out in the Royal Air Force 
establishment at Farnborough, it may 
shortly be possible to fly around the 


world without a stop. The experiments 
were undertaken to devise methods 
whereby commercial and military air- 
planes could fly long distances with- 
out descending. 

An airplane fitted with spare tanks 
of gasoline flew above the machine to 
be refueled, and adjusted its speed so 
the machines were flying one above 
the other at the same rate. A flexible 
pipe was then let down from _ the 
tanker, caught by a mechanic on the 
lower machine, and inserted in the 
gasoline tank. 

Transocean flying services are ex- 
pected to become more than ever pos- 
sible, since refueling ships with at- 
tendant aerial gasoline pumps could 
be stationed at intervals to refuel the 
flying boats. 


DERIDES THE LEGISLATORS. 


Woman Lawyer Says Most of Them 
Are ‘Mutts,’ Others Just ‘Nice Boys’ 

An unflattering opinion of the mem- 
bers of the State Legislature was ex- 
pressed yesterday by Miss Amy Wren, 
Brooklyn lawyer, in an address before 


the New York Legislative League at 
the Astor. 

‘There is nothing in the position to 
attract an intelligent person,” she 
said. “Most of them are mutts and 
the rest almost entirely young men 
just out of law school, anxious for the 
advertising, nice boys, but hardly 
competent to rule us. The Legisla- 
ture seems to be the goal of those who 
haven’t got a job and need the $1,500 
@ year.” 

The struggle to get equal rights for 
women was recounted by Mrs. Clarice 
Smith, Chairman of the New York 
State Women’s Party, who said that 
it would be continued despite the de- 
feat of the bills in committee on 
Wednesday.

A ten-day campaign of “organized | e 
impatience’ with housing conditions 
in New York City will be begun. to- 
morrow by the 5,000 members of the 
League of Mothers’ Clubs of the United 
Neighborhood Houses, It was said at 
the headquarters at 50 Fifth Avenue 
that there would be 105 club rallies of 
mothers in Manhattan, Brooklyn and 
the Bronx. The campaign will. end 
with a mass meeting in the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, Tuesday evening, March 
15. 

John Lovejoy Elliott, honorary Presi- 
dent of the league, said it was hoped 
to impress the Assembly and the muni- 
cipal authorities with the necessity for 
the. retention of the emergency rent 
laws, the scrapping of unsanitary tene- 
ments and a tax exemption ordinance 
for the building of low-price homes. . 

At each of the 105 neighborhood 
meetings the housing problems of that 
locality will be discussed, each mother 
revealing the difficulties under which 
she is living. A mother spokesman 
will be delegated to represent her 


group at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
meeting. 


Says It Is Mothers’ Problem. 


“The acute need for better homes for 
the poor and the low-wage earning 
element is primarily a mothers’ prob- 
lem,’’ said Dr. Elliott. ‘‘The mother is 
obliged to stay in these congested, un- 
sanitary and poorly ventilated places 
twenty-four hours in the day and 


suffers physically and spiritually in an 
effort. to give her children a chance in 
life under such handicaps.” 

Alexander M. Bing, President of the 
City Housing Corporation, predicted 
yesterday that with adequate capital 
there would be more housing develop- 
ments like the Sunnyside project which 
his company has.erected in Long Is- 
land City. 

Speaking at a luncheon given at the 
Hotel Roosevelt by Mrs. H. Edward 
Dreier, Mr. Bing made a plea for more 
capital to be invested in new housing 
on the limited dividend basis. He said 
the City Housing Corporation had a 
capitalization of $2,000,000 and had al- 
ready accumulated a $250,000 surplus. 

“I have hopes that there will be 
many more Sunnysides_ elsewhere,”’ 
said Mr. Bing. “Eventually, when we 
have sufficient capital, we hope to 
build a complete garden city with the 
type of homes which we have: intro- 
duced in the Sunnyside project. We 
have found that with each year’s ex- 
perience it is possible to build a little 
better and more cheaply. 


Offers Less Than Speculation. 


“Our main problem is to get people 
to invest and forego the profit they 
might get in the ordinary speculative 
enterprise.”’ 

Deputy Police Commissioner Edward 
D. Kelly, who spoke in place of Com- 
missioner George V. McLaughlin, said 
there was a direct connection between 
bad housing and crime. 

“As you increase congestion, unsani- 
tary living and squalor,” he said, ‘‘you 
drive the children of a family away 
from home, the boys to the poolroom, 
where they meet other boys who fill 
their heads with ideas of crime.”

Broadcloths were also in demand, sales 
of 90-60 being reported at 10% cents 
for May delivery, while 100-60s sold at 
10% cents for May-June-July.

I found them to be an ex- 
traordinary. collection of first-hand in- 
formation about Queen Victoria and 
other leading figures of her time, much 
of it telling incidents which never be- 
fore had. been known, and revealing 
Queen Victoria as a far different wo- 
man.from..the..one the. public thinks 
her to have been. 

“Some of the letters are bright and 
overflowing with humor: Others are 
moving portrayals of tragedies in the 
life of the Queen. Some of the most 
valuable letters deal with the period 
of the death of the Prince Consort. 
Lady Augusta was the only person, 
obthe from the immediate family, who 
was-in the death chamber of Prince 
Albert. And she spent the next night 
in the room where the bereaved Queen 
slept. After the death of the Prince 
Consort. Lady A! wrote a 3,800- 
word letter to h - sister describing the 
event and the emotions of Queen Vic- 
toria. ‘I can bear my own loss, but 
what of the people?’ the Queen cried 
then. It was moving, almost to tears, 
when I read it again in proof form.

SEA CAPTAIN. SHOT, . . 
SAVED BY POCKET CASE 


Browne Willis .Walks.. to Inn, 
Says He’ Was. Wounded in 
Van Cortlandt Park. 


Walking into Recker’s Inn at Broad- 
way and Mosholu Avenue, the Bronx, 
last. night, Browne. Willis, a sea cap- 
tain, took a seat and announced calm- 
ly that he = just been shot in a 
lonely. part of Van _ Cortlandt Park, 
which the Inn faces. An investigation 
by.an ambulance doctor disclosed that 
he had been wounded twice in the left 
arm and that his life probably had 
been saved by the fact that the bul- 
lets, passing’ through his ‘arm and 
heading for a spot near his heart, had 
lodged in a metal eyeglass case - he 
carried in a vest pocket. 
Willis, whose. ‘exploits as a sea cap- 
tain have brought charges of bootleg- 
ging, the theft of a $200,000 liquor 
cargo, afid who admitted after a recent 
arrest in Boston that he had been 
engaged in running arms to Nicaragua, 
was taken to the Jewish Memorial 
Hospital. 
Detectives who went to the. hospital 
found Willis reticent about discussing 
the shooting. After considerable ques- 
tioning he told a story eouet whe nae peving 
been on. a. stroll 
when he suddenly —— into a pistol 
duel between two young men. who 
were unknown to him. The detectives 
were inclined to believe that some feud 
lay behind the shooting. A ticket stub 
in Willis’s pocket showed that he had 
arrived from Halifax in the morning. 
The detectives leaned to the opinion 
that he had been “taken for a ride’ 
by some enemy, shot in the k and 
then forced to get out of the auto- 
mobile. 
Willis was first arrested in. August, 
1925. The charge against him was 
that after he sailed out of New York 
Harbor as commander of the Virginia 
Pretelt with a $200,000 liquor consign- 
ment aboard, he halted off Montauk 
Point and unloaded the cargo on a tug 
for sale to Long Island bootleggers. 
‘On Jan. 7 this year Willis was 
arrested in Boston charged with at- 
tempting to smuggle into the United 
States a cargo of. several thousand 
cases of liquor which he had aboard 
the steam trawler Clara Matthen, 
which had been seized the day before 
after having collided with a tanker off 
Cuttyhunk. It was at this time that 
he admitted having run arms to Nica- 
ragua. He insisted, however, that the 
gun-running activities had taken place 
nearly a year before.

Insarance Co. Loses $1,000,000 
in Annaity Deal on Property 
Which Decreased in Value. 


Members of the Board of Trustees of 
Columbia University figured out yes- 
terday that the university had just 
about broken even in its deal with the 
late Duke de Loubat who, twenty-nine 
years ago, handed the university a 








approximately $1,100,000. 

There was one stipulation to the 
Duke’s gift and that was that he was 
to receive an annuity of $60,000 as 
long as he lived. As the Duke was 
then 67 years of age and, in insurance 
terms, his average expectancy of life 
could at the best be only a few more 
years, the Duke’s gift was looked upon 
as an act of munificent bounty. 

The university paid the annuity for
